The E. J. Arnold Turf Investment 


company are the owners of 
Gold 


Heels and other running horses of 
less prominence. The money 
sent 


them by subscribers from all over the 
United States, Portsmouth included, 
was used in betting on the race track 
at New Orleans and the two per cent 
a week on tHe investment was paya- 
ble every seven days. 


In many instances with their sub- 


scribers in t"&is city, E. J. Arnold and 
company have lived up to their word 
and seveial say that they have their 
principal back and some to the good. 
Others are not so fortunate, however, 
but still are of the opinion that they 
will get dollar for dollar. 


Tbe main office of the Arnold corn- 
any, situated in St. Louis, was the 
ene of a big panic on Wednesday,

Arnold and company refused to pay 
ny stock certificates, although still 
rofessing to be perfectly solvent and 
etermined to pay the usual weekly 
ividends until the affairs of the corn-

The ruling off of Gold Heels by the

recently 


reated a sensation, because it was 
unaccompanied by 
charges 
against 


he owners. The announcement, how- 
ever, created a widespread feeling of 
unrest among the thousands through- 
iut the country who had invested in 
he concern, and it is believed that 
he present run is attributable almost 
entirely to the action of the Coney 
sland club. 


Miss Mabel Quinn obtained an at-

This was 
cited by Mr. Gill yesterday as the 
only reason why the company decided 
to suspend payments. 


He also reiterated that the liabili- 


ties of the company, reputed to be 
in the neighborhood of two and one- 
half millions, are grossly exaggerated.

The Post Check System. 


The postoffice committee of the lower 
ouse of congress has now under con- 
iderittioc the much discussed post 
=heck currency bill, and it is to be 
loped ttat out of the investigation will 
volve, if not this particular bill, a 
measure embracing substantially the 
same provisions. Before a subcommit- 
tee of the above named committee 
Third Assistant Postmaster General 
Madden the other day gave an opinion 
as to the necessity and probable work- 
ing of the postal check system, giving 
t unqualified indorsement. He said: 
The theory of the post check notes ia 
that a man has them on hand In the cur- 
rent money which he carries In his pocket. 
There will bo nothing else in the way of 
small bills. The money orders for sums 
of less than K> would probably be taken 
out of the money order system. Each 
man T/ould have his own raoney order on 
hand If he had a one dollar bill or a two 
dollar bill or a five dollar bill which he 
might -wish to transmit. All the money of 
those denominations would be in tbe form 
of post check notes and would pass cur- 
rent as money until converted into checks 
by indorsement. When indorsed, they are 
good only to the person named. Theae 
uost check notes would constantly flow In 
and out of the treasury, at.d there would 
be no app^ciable contraction. 
No one can foresee what will arise In 
actual practice, but I am unable to see 
wherein the post check would not work 
with f-ntire smoothness and without com- 
plications. 
There Is nowhere rear as 


much complication in working the post 
check an there !e with the present money 
order system. The additional work that 
would .be entailed upon the treasury de- 
partment is not, to my mind, a serious or 
tenable objection. 


Prom this succinct and comprehen- 


sive synopsis the workableness of tbe 
jost check system seems apparent. It 
is admitted on all hands that tbe pres- 
ent postoflice money order system ia 
complicated, cumbersome and incon- 
venient for botb sender and receiver, 
while it is undoubtedly more expen- 
sive to the government than tbe pro- 
posed system would be. One of the 
heavy items of expense of the present 
plan is the accounting in Washington, 
which requires the employment of a 
large clerical force. As a matter of 
tact tlie government loses money by 
the system, as the fees do not nearly 
pny tlie cost in time of postmasters 
and clerks consumed in tbe issuance, 
payment and final accounting of the 
orders. 


The demand for such a^ convenient 


and popular medium or^ currency ex- 
change ns that embodied in the pend 
ing post check bill is unequivocal and 
insistent, and the wonder la thnt so 
simple a reform in our postal facilities 
was not long ago adopted.

The late protestations of loyalty to the 


Monroe doctrine coming from Berlin 
and London are very touching, particu- 
larly in view of the apparent fact that 
the Sandringharu conference which led 
to the Anglo-Gcrman-Itnlian alliance 
was primarily for the purpose of bowl- 
tag over that doctrine. 


It is especially refreshing to observe 


the semiofficial Vossischc Zeitung tak- 
ing Ambassador von Sternburg to task 
for his assurances of loyalty to the 
Monroe doctrine upon his arrival at our 
shores, on the ground that Germany is 
already and repeatedly committed to 
that article of the American faith 
Loyalty to the doctrine, the Berlin or- 
gan avers, has become so commonplace 
a merit that "neither the German gov- 
ernment nor the German people are in- 
terested" in the matter. 


In England they wear their Monroe 


doctrine with a difference and more 
cheerfully. There the doctrine appears 
to be regarded as friendship's garland 
between the United States and the rest 
of the world, and if we may belR^ e the 
outgivings of certain British statesmen 
it is even dearer to them than to us.

A NEED IN OUR SCHOOLS. 


Some weeks ago this office had oc- 


casion to advertise for a young man 
or a young woman to learn to operate 
a linotype machine. There were many 
applicants, and everyone, boy or girl, 
who applied, was a graduate of either 
the High school or the grammar de- 
partment of this city. 


To be a linotype operator, and to 


be able to do satisfactory work, one 
must know how to spell, and we re- 
gret to say that those who came were 
not good spellers. Each one, accord- 
ing to his or her own statement, had 
passed through the grammar depart- 
ment, and we asked each one to put 
on paper a statement to that effect, 
and out of some twenty who thus 
wrote, only two spelled the word 
"grammar" correctly. 
In all their 


school life it is doubtful if any word 
entered more frequently1 into their 
exercises, and yet they could not 
spell this simple, plain, seven-letter, 
old English word. 


Someone has said that it is no 


credit to anyone to spell well, but 
that it is a crime not to spell well, 
andjirtaaiewispaper office, this is par- 
ticularly trpe. 


TSvery child, before it approaches 


the grammar department in any Aim- 
erican school, should be able to spell 
readily the few English words used 
in ordinary English conversation and 
writing. There is no call for adepts 
in spelling, particularly, but there is 
a general demand for those who can 
spell fairly well, but such, even as 
these, are hard to find in the public 
schools of today. 


It is not our desire to criticiste 


the schools, but it does seem as 
though they should teach the rudi- 
ments of education. It does seem as 
though a boy or girl, when he or she 
leaves the public school, ought to be 
able to read well, write well, spell 
well, and have a fair knowledge of 
arithmetic. With these four he or 
she can get along, and without them 
the boy or girl 
is seriously handi- 


capped, and what is known as "high- 
er education" to that boy or girl, is 
about what a carriage is to a man 
who wants to draw lumber or coal, 
it is convenient for show, but of lit- 
tle use -when real service la demand- 
ed,—Concord Patriot

Iambs and some dead ones. Fodder, 
therefore, must be given, and also 
some KIWI, and the snme is true of 
cows or any other animals fed on en- 
silage. 


An excellent mixture for wethers 


consists in giving them a daily allow- 
ance of ensilage, cut corn fodder and 
some whole grain. 
This, of course, 


can be divided to suit the feeder, but 
a fair proportion between the ensilage 
and dry fodder should be observed. 
Treated thus the animals will fatten 
rapidly and, as far as all observations 
are concerned, remain in perfect health. 
Taking into consideration the cheap- 
ness of this ration, a comparison to it 
is not easy to find which will ^-'.--o tlln 
same beneficial results. 


As to the exact amount of ensilage 


required by the animals each day. 
much depends upon the quantity of . 
other food fed them High grade- sheep, 
however, should not be given a grc>at J 
deal more nor less than between two 
and three pounds of ensilage per day. 
In connection with this they should 
also have one pound of buy a day; if 
grains are fed. the hay and ensilage 
may be reduced in even moderate 
quantities corresponding to the amount 
of grain given. 


liny and ensilage will fatten and 


keep the animals in fine health, but 
grains of some kind are required to 
keep the animals, strong and insure a 
good litter of lambs. Bran and oats 
are the best giaius to feed with en- 
silage nnd hay. 


In case special poms are being taken 


to develop and properly fatten ewes ot 
high grade sheep an excellent ration 
consists of about two pounds of en- 
silage, one pound of hay and half a 
pound of brnn or oats daily. 


This ration in fact should always be 


fed to et\es just before lambing time, 
for then the young •« ill be sure to come 
out iu splendid condition. Aside from 
strengthening the ewes the en«ilage 
has a good effect on the flow of their 
milk afttr lambing.

There seems to be a great deal of 


controversy going on by advocates of 
dillerent methods of put ting corn fod- 
der in the best shape for winter use. 
The firmest advocate's of the silo are 
dairymen who have passed through the 
experimental stage of building silos 
nnd packing the green stuff and have 
used silage ns a feed for dairy cows 
No one cares to say that nice, sweet 
bright silage is not a wholesome food 
t'or cows giving milk, and perhaps 
young growing stock, but it has some 
drawbacks. There is always more or 
less waste on account of molding, and 
when both stalks and ears are cut up 
there is much more grain in the silage 
than is frequently desirable to feed to 
young stock. 


On the other hand, shredded corn 


fodder can be handled in a way that 
will insure the largest amount of nu- 
triment in the fodder, and the well 
ripened grnln may be fed separately. 
It seems from actual farm practice 
during the past two years that the 
modern machines for harvesting corn, 
shredding nnd husking it are coming 
pretty near lillint; the bill. The corn 
harvester does away with the tedious 
and uncertain methods of cutting corn. 
It enables the fanner to wait until his 
corn in In the right stage, and then the 
work can be rushed to the finish. The 
bundles are easily handled, and in due 
time the shocks arc ready for the 
liusker nnd shredder.

vertown company retains control, and 
if nt the end of that time the line ib 
found to be in first class condition it is 
to be formally turned over to the own 
ers. 


It is said that the chief engineer ol 


the cable laying company drew on a 
card three large circles representing as 
many tanks for holding coiled cable 
nnd that he handed it to the ship- 
builders with these instructions, "Build 
us a ship around those tanks." The 
appearance of the Silvertowu seems to 
justify the statement.

Ing tunnel being driven into the side 
of a mountain below an alfalfa field 
Alfalfa roots came through, the roof of 
the tunnel, which was 129 feet below 
the surface of the alfalfa field. 


The young plant consists of a number 


of branches springing from a central 
stalk. As the plant becomes older the 
larger o'f these stems thicken close to 
the base of the plant and spread out 
along the ground nearly horizontal, the 
entire group of branches forming a 
crown. 
Each of the thick branches 


which form the crown sends up stalks. 
Sdmetimes a branch will send down a 
second taproot, but with most plants 
this is not the case. 


When the upright alfalfa stems are 


cut in grazing or haymaking, the stub 
b!e dies down to the branches wbicb 
form the crown, und new branches 
start up from buds on the crown. 


When young alfalfa is grazed closely, 


a crown cannot form, and continued 
cropping weakens th* root, and ttie 
plant dies. 


When the crown is bruised or slight- 


ly cut, as in harrowing and disking, 
new buds are developed, and the num 
ber of branches or stems thrown up by 
the plant is increased.—H. M. Cottrell, 
Kansas Station. 


FARM DAIRYING. 


The Creamery Failure* and Private 


PnlrU-a—.4. Changing Situation. 
It has been very noticeable of late 


that the papers are guing a great deal 
of space to the subject of farm dairy- 
ing, whereas a few years ago they filled 
their columns with articles in favor of 
the public creamery if, in fact, they did 
not, as was frequently the case, slan- 
der private dairying, says American 
Cultivator. Like every movement, the 
public creamery has its reaction. Cream- 
eiies were bmlt where none was need- 
ed. Large ones were built wbere small 
ones only should have been planned. 
Some were bmlt where there may have 
been milk enoughs but no dairy knowl- 
edge among the patrons sufficient to in- 
sure intelligent handling of the farm 
end of the business. Now the private 
dairy is coming again to the front. It 
is more and more lecogmzed as u very 
important item in agriculture. 


Grain nnd Itce-f 
Versus Milt. 


An unusual numbe: of creamery fail- 


ures are reported, au>3 H is claimed that 
high prices for gram and beef have 
enticed so many away from dairy work 
that the milk supply has fallen off un- 
til the creameries can no longer run 
at a profit. 
It is shortsighted policy 


to abandon dairying because other 
lines are paying so well just now. To* 
inevitable reaction must come, nnd 
when it does dairying will pay when 
e\ery other industry is suffering from 
hard times. It has been so in the past, 
and history repeats itself. 


Farmer* I,earu From Cream«rlea. 
The dairy papers report a serious fall- 


ing off in milk in the great Elgin dis- 
trict. The falling off for one week is 
placed at 40,000 pounds, and this, too, 
nt a time when fresh cows are coming 
In and usually there is nn increase.

The population of Morocco Is com- 


posed of Moors, Riffs, Berbers, Arab* 
and a sprinkling of various other east- 
ern tribes, many of them nomads. Out- 
side of Fez, Marakesh, where are -the 
palaces ot the sultan, and the coast 
cities little is known of the people. Th« 
population is estimated at 5.000.000. 


Along the northwestern coast, oppo- 


site the 'frowning rock of Gibraltar. 
and for a short distance to the east 
and the southwest, there la a popula- 
tion estimated at about 500,000, but 
whether the total number of the people. 
including the wild tribesmen of the in- 
terior, wandering between the coast 
hills and the Sahara and southward 
into the desert, are 9,000,000 or only 
3,000,000 there Is no clear knowledge. 
In consequence it is not known what 
force In numbers or in arms is behind 
the pretender to the sultan's place, who 
has advanced from the south, defeated 
the sultan's armies and approached the 
capital city.

Gaining a fair amount of success, he 
proclaimed himself a brother of the 
present sultan and declared that he 
was working in accordance with the 
desires of the inhabitants of Fez, the 
capital of the country, who were only 
awaiting his arrival to proclaim him 
sultan.

But he partic- 
ularly stirred up the antagonism of th« 
fanatical population of Fez by the sum- 
mary justice he exacted upon the mur- 
derer of a missionary doctor, Mr. Coop- 
er.

This resident at Fez was shot in the 


main street without the slightest provo- 
cation. The murderer took refuge in 
the tomb of Mulal Idri», the patron 
saint of Fez, but the sultan ordered the 
man to be arrested within thr precincts 
of the sanctuary, a course unheard of 
In Moorish history.

Mr. Cooper the sultan ordered the ns- 
sassin to be shot in the arsenal square. 


Despite his advanced Ideas the sul- 


tan, even in his own oapltal, Is seen 
but little in public, and when on occa- 
sions of state he emerges from seclusion

tion his subject* seldom seize the op- , 
portunity to obtain n glimpse of his ' 
majesty because of th« peculiar venera- 
tion In which he Is held by hi.* people.

The members cat th« 
council would serve for noihing, bui 
should they do.so their act*, under the 
laws of Illinois, would have no lega 
force. They have, therefore, fixed thi 
salaries at as low a figure as possible 
acd when the end of the year com** 
they, either .dogate their warrants, ag- 
gregating ?*.30. to some poor widow 01 
to the free public- library, or turn then 
back into the city treasury.

This state of affairs was inaugurated ( 
iti the spring of 1877, when the munici j 
pality was changed from a village to i J 
city organization, and has been rell i 
gionsly observed ever since, says th-( 
Now York Herald. In its early days 
Hoopeston was organized as a village j 
and money was needed to make public' 
improvements, so one of the villas*! 
boards concluded to license saloous. I;' 
flked the license at $1.000 a year. Dur | 
tug six months of that year one mat' 
paid his license and ran a salmon. anc[ 
another man paid for the privilege foi 
three months, so that for a short tim€ 
the town had two saloons. These places 
were just like other saloons In smal 
towns. Men who ought to have knowr 
better spent money there that ought tc 
have been used for the support of theij 
families. Boys took their first drinl 
and acquired habits which wrecked 
their after lives. The regular haBitues 
got drunk and fought each other and 
abused their wives and children. Occa 
sionally some one would become suffi 
ciently intoxicated to lie down on a 
railroad track and get killed, and on« 
or two murders resulted from the sa 
loons that had paid $750 into the vil- 
lage treasury for license to product 
such results. 


A number of public spirited citizens 


got together and decided to make a 
change in the condition of affairs ana 
see if they could elect a mayor JUIL 
board of aldermen who would wipe out 
the saloons. They asked Jacob S. Me 
Ferren, the young president of tho vil- 
lage bank, if he would undertake the 
task. He replied that he would and 
said he would serve without salary i:i 
order to help make up for the loss ol 
saloon licenses. 


The number of inhabitants necessary 


to organize as a city under the Illinois 
law is 1,000. Those who wanted a city 
government, were a little doubtful ol 
the village having that number, and it 
was whispered about that they waited 
for election day to make tho count 
They found the necessary number sonn 
way or other and immediately applied 
for and received a charter authorising 
them to organize as a city, and the new 
mayor and council were elected with 
out serious opposition. 


They went right to work and repealed 


the saloon ordinances and fixed tl;eii 
salaries at $1 for the two years' term of 
the mayor and 50 cents for the two 
years' term of the aldermen. They 
expended the meager revenues of the 
lirtle municipality with wisdom, and 
at the end of the first year they hart 
affairs in better shape than they had 
expected. They had builded better thai 
they knew. They had set a pattern 
which has been religiously followed bj 
each succeeding administration. 


During the administration of these 


men, all of whom arc successful foi 
themselves in a financial way auu 
against whose administration of the 
little city's affairs there has never bcor 
the slightest suspicion of wrongdoing 
there have been inaugurated extensive 
municipal improvements much great?i 
and more numerous than usually fa! 
to the lot of towns of the same size anc 
income. An excellent system of water 
works has been installed, representing 
an outlay of $75.000; a fine city build 
ing has been erected at a cost of ?10,- 
000, several miles of brick and asphalt 
pavements have been laid in the 
streets, aud twice as many miles oJ 
permanent sidewalks have been addec 
to the list. 


The city hall, a handsome, commoeli 


ous and substantial building, costing 
$10,000, was built in a way that othei 
towns might profitably copy after 
Bonds to the full extent o.f the law hat 
been issued when the waterworks sys 
tern was put in, and more could not bt 
legally issued. Tho city council pur 
chased a lot and put it into tho hands 
of a former mayor as trustee, who* bor 
rowed money from a local building as 
sociation to erect n suitable city hall 
with assembly or council room, magis 
tratcs' and clerks' offices, committee 
rooms, free public library rooms, citj 
Jail and rooms for the fire department 
The council committee on bulldingi 
and grounds superintended the con 
atruction of the building, and the asso- 
ciation dues nre paid from the cltj 
treasury. The structure is now near I] 
paid for and is a municipal ornameni 
as well ns n municipal utility. 


That Hoopeston's unique form ol 


government furnishes a valuable c.v 
arnpl.e to other towns cannot be sue 
cessfnlly questioned. The city's henlthj 
condition proves Its success. There nn 
located within the corporate limits 01 
the city five of the largest factories 01 
their kind in tho United State*. Tbt 
employees In these factories roeeiv* 
good wages, nnd In hundred* of in 
stances tho worklnginon have pnld foi 
tbelr homes, which they would bnvt 
probably been unable to do had then 
been saloons In the town. One of tin 
chief characteristic* of the men wh< 
hare aided In building up tn* town li 
their constant disposition to work to 
»«th«r.
